Anderson’s attorney, Richard C, 
Sheppard, based a part of his 
arguments on the case of Barney 
& Carey versus Milton, where 
a Supreme Court decision held 
that to refuse to rezone some 
swampy land (which the court call- 
ed ‘attending peculiar circum- 
stances’) would amount to arbit- 
rary, unreasonable and oppressive 
deprivation of the owner’s interest 
in his private property, 

The court observed that Wil- 
mington is a swampy area, and that

‘VEW BUILDING OK 


The Board of Appeals, this week 

cleared the way for the Nee Ells- 
worth’ Post of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars to enlarge their 
building on Main Street. 
Approved by the board was a pro- 
posal to add another story to the 
building, which, since its start in 
1947 has consisted ofa cellar-type 
meeting room, 

Plans for an attractive looking 
building were displayed, at the 
hearing, which took place on April 
23rd. The plans called for two 
small extensions of the foundation, 
northeasterly and northwesterly. 
The completed building is to be 40 
by 50 feet. 

In granting the variance the Ap- 
peal Board said that it ‘recognizes 
that -- exceeds 50% allowable au- 
thorized (variance), but believe, 
however that a refusla of this var- 
lance could in effect prohibit the 
post from placing a building -- it 
will better serve the town to pro- 
mote the beauty, safety and con- 
venience as well as to lessen the 
danger of fire and congestion’. 

In other actions this week the 
Appeal Board granted a variance 
to Henry G Mullarky of North Wil- 
mington to divide land he owns on 
Middlesex Ave into three lots, each 
having 3 ft less frontage than the 
law provides for. 

Mr. Mullarky’s case was heard 
on May p4th, 

The Board also granted to War- 
ren and Nancy Anderson of Burt 
Road a variance to build on a lot 
on Hillcrest Street, with a var- 
jfance of 20 feet on the back lot 
line, and of 6,250 square feet in 
the total area, 

The Board denied a requested 
front yard variance for a pro- 
posed recreational building on 
Main Street, 

Heard on May 23rd, the Nortn- 
east Engineering Co of Saugus had 
requested that the required 50 ft 
front yard be reduced to 15 feet. 
a variance would not be consistent 
with the Zoning By Law.
